A Good Promise Made By 
Supervisor Pete Schabarum 


Holi/ Communion At Faith Lutheran 
Will Be Celebrated Sunday^ March 13 


Supervisor Pete Schaba¬ 
rum said reports that the 
County will be able to held 
the line on costs in the up¬ 
coming fiscal year should be 
a signal o taxpayers to keep 
the pressure on for even 
further cuts in the cost of 
government. 

Schabarum said the report 
early last week by Chief Ad¬ 
ministrative Officer Harr>' 
Hufford forecasting a brigh¬ 
ter budgetary picture for 
fiscal year 1977-78 tells only 
part of the story. 

“If we can hold the line, 
as predicted by Mr. Huf¬ 
ford,” said Sch a b a r u m. 
“then certainly we can cut 
the property tax rate.” 

He foresaw the possibility 
of a cut as much as 25 cents 
per .$100 of assessed valua¬ 
tion, but only if taxpayer,-: 
evidenced the same wrath 
they did last year. 

That storm of protest over 
Ihe cost of local go.v'emmer.t 
caused an unprecedented re¬ 
opening of budget discus¬ 
sions by the Beard of Sup¬ 
ervisors — a budget which 
Schabarum had protested 
and voted against. 

“According to Mr. Huf- 
ford’s report,” said Schaba- 
i-um, "the outlook is not 
depressing: not only is it not 
depressing, but it is very en¬ 
couraging. 

“The report is so conser¬ 
vative,” said Schabarum. 
“that if we set our efforts 
to it we clearly will be able 
to cut the propery tax rate 
by about 25 cent? per $100 of 
assessed valuation.” 

Schabarum said Hufford 
had understated several ex¬ 
pectations in the area of re¬ 
venues. 

“And I believe,” said Scha¬ 
barum, “that he also over¬ 
stated the estimated increase 
in costs.” 

Hufferd’s report said the 
Board would be able to hold 
the line on the present nrop- 
erty tax rate of $4.46 per 
SlOO of assessed valuation 

He said improvements in 
State and Federal aid re¬ 
flected a major jump in re¬ 
venue expectations. 

New assessed valuation of 
properties that will be un¬ 
der the gun this year will 
increase revenue estimates. 


At the same time, the 
County is modifying pro¬ 
grams and employee re¬ 
quirements that will further 
reduce costs. 

The report keyed In on tlie 
hiring freeze invoked by the 
Board as a major element 
in assuring the required 
“managed reduction.” 

.Schabarum said last year 
the taxpayers made their 
views well known and must 
not be lulled into false se¬ 
curity by the optimistic re¬ 
port of “holding the line” on 
property taxes. 

“Their uprisi n g,” said 
Schabarum, “caused the 
turnabout by the Board in 
budget considerations. They 
must make their views 
cclarly known or they’ll find 
themselves in the same boat 
as before. 

“I’ll guarantee every tax¬ 
payer in Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty,” said Schabarum, "that 
if they do not keep the pres¬ 
sure on, the very dollars 
they are trying to save, and 
which can be saved, will be 
spent and they will find it 
reflected on the County tax 
rate.”

“The availability of this 
financial data represents a 
landmark in disclosure of 
health care costs,” Robert 
Murch, executive director of 
the commission, said. “T h e 
public now has the oppor¬ 
tunity to check hospitals 
costs and compare financial 
information of various hos¬ 
pitals within a particular 
area.” 

For twelve-month periods 
ending no later than June 
29, 1976, statewide hospital 
data indicate the average 
gross charge per patient 
was $188 a day, while aver¬ 
age payment received for 
each patient day was $162 
Hospital expense per patient 
day averaged $173. 

The average hospital stay 
throughout the state was 
seven days, for which the 
patient paid a total of $1,1.35. 
Average total expense per 
stay was $1,213. This figure 
includes basic daily services 
in addition to x-ray, surgery, 
laboratory, pharmacy, phy¬ 
sical therapy, and other an¬ 
cillary services. 

Also included is a sum¬ 
mary of hospital income 
statements for each of the 
14 health service areas in 
the state; revenue and cost 
averages for services such 
as pharmacy, emergen c y 
and laboratory; and average 
occupancy rates. 

Average hospital o c c u - 
pancy throughout the state 
was 59.1 per cent of licensed 


bods. Hospitals in the north 
coastal area of California 
registered the lowest average 
for the state — 53.4 per cent 
occupancy. The counties of 
San Francisco, San Mateo 
and Marin together had the 
highest rate of occupanccy 
— 65.7 per cent. 

Over-all, the 574 hospitals 
reported net income of $69 
million. Of the total, tax¬ 
payers paid unreimhursed 
expenses of $260 million for 
57 county hospitals and $5.8 
million for 62 district hos¬ 
pitals; nine teaching hos¬ 
pitals lost $9 million; 230 
non-governmental, non - pro¬ 
fit hospitals lost $450,(XK); 
and 217 investor-owned hos¬ 
pitals reported a profit of 
nearly $35 million.

Who Pays?? 

Supervisor Pete Sohabarum said recently his predic¬ 
tion that the County soon would be forced into a half 
million dollar a year special welfare program for illegal 
aliens is now a rueful truth and warned steps must be 
taken to shift the responsibility back to State and Federal 
authorities. 

Sohabarum said he would introduce a special motion 
Tuesday seeking such a move. 

“Two weeks ago,” he said, “I warned the members of 
the Board of Supervisors that the County’s welfare program 
is open to abuse by Illegal aliens who willfully misstate 
tiheir residency situation.” 

That grim forecast is now a matter of fact, he said, 
with, the state’s directive to counties to retroactively de¬ 
lete Federal participation in alien cases in whicii aid is 
paid pending Immigration and Naturalization Service veri¬ 
fication of lawful residencj'. 

“The termination of Federal participation will in¬ 
crease County General Fund costs toy $455,000 per year 
for public assistance to Illegal aliens.” 

Schabanum said he .has raised the question numerous 
times about California law toeing out of conformity with 
Federal regulations. 

“But,” he said, “the County Department of Social 
Services has been assured toy the state that this is not a 
legitimate conoem. 

“Indeed,” he added, “the State received a letter dated 
October 23, IflffS, in which Federal officials (Department 
of Housing Education and Welfare) concludadi that the 
State regulations are in accord with Federal law and regu¬ 
lations.” 

Now, however, the welfare department has been noti¬ 
fied that w'hen they allow an illegal alien welfare bene¬ 
fits, the County will not be reimbursed, said Sohabarum. 

“The property taxpayers of this County,” said Scha- 
barum, “have made it clear to me that they will not 
support giving welfare to persons wiho are in this country 
unlawfully.” 

Schabarum said he had no quarrel with the humani¬ 
tarian aspects of providing aid to jjersons who are in 
need of help. 

“It is a moral obligation of all involved in govern¬ 
ment to do so,” he said, adding, “I am concerned, how¬ 
ever, with the question of who has the ultimate respon¬ 
sibility of paying for those services.” 

Schabarum said he did not believe Federal and State 
authorities should evade their responsibilities through 
rules and regulations which shift the cost that is right¬ 
fully theirs to local government. 

The Supervisor’s special motion will instruct the 
County Counsel to recommend a course of legal action to 
alter the State’s directive and request the Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare to rive regulations on proof 
of legal status. 

Money Will Not Buy! 

The California Supreme Court’s ruling on Serrano 
requiring equality of expenditures per pupil seems to be 
based on an assumption that more money eqiuals a better 
education. It is, of course, true that a certain level of 
funds are required to build buildings, hire teachers, buy 
books and create an atmosphere in whioh it is possible 
to study. But at some point, money obtains diminishing 
returns in student learning and simply means higher sal¬ 
aries for teachers and administrators, and exx)ensive edu¬ 
cational equipment. 

Few Individuals can agree on an adequate range of 
education expenditures between too little and too much. 
But it isn’t too idtffficiult to see that residential middle- 
class communities on the average have higher achieving 
students than Industrial urban areas. 

If more money equals a better education, why aren’t 
the students in the rich industrial districts achieving the 
scores of the students in tax poor residential school dis¬ 
tricts? Home environment may well be the answer. Parental 
guidance, encouragement, and attention are what make 
the difference between the achiever and the non-achiever, 
and this kind of personal concern cannot be purhased. 

The state can hire counselors, psychologists and extra 
teachers, but they simply become high paid baby-sitters 
if a student is not motivated to learn. 

Discussing education in a recent .news article. Senator 
Albert .Rodda, lon.g-time chairman of the Senate Educa¬ 
tion Committee, said, “Money doesn’t solve the problem, 
unless we can qse it some way to Influence pupil pat¬ 
terns of behavior — to inspire them to an ethic of some 
kind.” ' 

Unfortunately, educators and psychologists have had 
little success in significantly changing i)atterns of be¬ 
havior once a child is beyond the third grade. The suc¬ 
cesses which are achieved usually involve improvements 
in home environment through family counseling. 

Those who propose “-buying” a solution to educational 
non-achievement perhaps Should acknowledge that there 
are some things money simply cannot buy. 

FACT Program 

FACT (the Federation of Associated California Tax¬ 
payers) has written to legislators and the governor listing 
criteria for Judging property tax reform proposals. 

They are: 

1. Immediate and significant relief to residential prop¬ 


erty taxpayers. 

2. Revenue and expenditure limits for local govern¬ 
ment. 

3. Full reimbursement to local government for state 
mandated programs. 

William E. Coombs, president of FACT and a former 
state senator, wrote: 

“We believe the legislature is generally in the best 
position to propose meaningful reforms and that there 
will be numerous legislative proposals . . . 

“As a statewide federation of local taxpayers’ as¬ 
sociations, FACT is deeply concemel about the rising costs 
of government. We -believe there can be no effective tax 
reform until the rising tide of governmental costs can 
be controlled.”

All Fictitious Business Name Statements filed or retiled during the year 1972 will expire 
on December 31, 1977. If you filed your statement during 1972, California law requires you to 
prepare a new statement and file it with the County Clerk before December 31, 1977. It the 
Information in your new statement is different from the information which was in your 1972 
statement, the law also requires that- the new statement be published in a legally qualified 
newspaper. The law provides that "the news paper selected for the publication of the state¬ 
ment should be one that circulates in the are a where the business is to be conducted." (Sec. 
179)7 — Business and Professions Code) 

Free Help From Your Newspaper 

As a service to local businesses, this newspaper will make available at no charge, all 
necessary forms tor refiling and we will refile your 1977 statement with the County Clerk, also 
at no charge. Bring a copy of your 1972 Fictitious Business Name Statement to our office. Our 
public notice department will assist you in com pleting the new form and will forward it to the 
County Clerk via our representative in the Los Angeles Civic Center.

If the records need to 
be searched there is a $2.00 charge.

But when divorce occurs, 
the majority of mothers en¬ 
ter the work force for the 
first time — and at entry 
level wages. Despite gains 
made by women in profes¬ 
sional and non-traditional 
jobs which pay higher sal- 
aritjs, women for the most 
part remain segregated in 
low-paying clerical work 
and service jobs related to 
homemaking.

Ten years ago, a very dear 
friend lived well with her 
husband in their lov e 1 y 
home. Recently I found her 
almost penniless in a down¬ 
town hotel room. Why does 
poverty affect so many eld¬ 
erly women who once were 
well off?

Dear G. S., 

You have hit upon a fear 
that pervades many women 
— with good reason. Many 
more women than me face 
poverty in old age. The 7.3 
million widows and single 
women over 65 constitute the 
poorest segment of our so¬ 
ciety. In 1970 half of these 
women lived on less than 
$1,888 per year. 

There are many reasons. 
Here is one: A wife can re¬ 
ceive only a portion of her 
husband’s Social Securi t y 
benefits if he dies. For older 
single women. Social Secur¬ 
ity averages about $115 a 
month. 

Another reason: Women 
who work, especially in pri¬ 
vate indusery, are far less 
likely than men to be oov. 
cred by a pension. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, less than 10 per 
cent of all unmarried retired 
women workers are eligible 
for pensions. And the indus¬ 
tries which hire mostly 
women are the industries 
which often have the least 
satisfactory pension plans 

If you depyend on your 
husband’s pension to take 
care of yc-u, find out whe¬ 
ther it continues after he 
dies. Most women do not 
realize that most retirement i 
plans stop when the hus - 
band dies. This may be be¬ 
cause the husband failed to 
take a reduction in his re¬ 
turn to cover his wife. 

Working women shou 1 d 
should find out whether pen¬ 
sion plans in their finns 
exist and how fair they are 
to women. Let your com¬ 
pany, your co-workers, and 
your legislators know if you 
facie poverty at the end of 
ycur career. And explore 
every option you hear of to 
prevent this, including early 
investments, insurance, and 
individual retirement plans.
